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This application is refused for the reasons as stated in the notification of reason(s) for refusal dated 
August 29, 2001. 

The argument and amendment have been examined, but no basis sufficient to overthrow the previously 
given reason (s) for refusal have been found. 



In the argument, the applicant insists that the invention in the claim 1 of the present application differs 
from the previous cited reference 1 in that the first light source holding part for holding the light source is 
provided in the first holder, the second light source holding part for holding the light source is provided in 
the second holder, and both ends of the light emitting part of the light source are held by the first light 
source holding part and the second light source holding part. However, it is a well-known technology 
before the present application to hold a light source by both ends thereof without using a particular light 
case in a holding structure of a light source for a display device (ex. JP, 218729/ 1995A and the microfilm 
of Utility Model Application 859-14442 (JP, 14442/ 1983U)). A person skilled in the art could have easily 
arrived at the invention in claim 1 by adapting the structure for holding the light source directly by both 
ends thereof to the structure described in the cited reference 1 for holding the light source by the first and 
the second holders based on the well-known technology. 

Also, a person skilled in the art could have easily arrived at the invention in claim 10 for the same 
reasons. 

Additionally, it is a well-known technology before the present application to provide an electric wire 
holding part in a holding structure of a light source for a display device (ex. JP, 218729/ 1995A and JP, 
152624/ 1996A) and a person skilled in the art could have easily arrived at the invention in claim 6 and 14 
by adapting the aforementioned well-known technology to the invention of the cited document 1 . 

In the result, the applicant's argument may not be adopted.
